OLD ZANJA SYSTEM 


BELONGS TO PAST. 


NOTHER relic of other days is 
A slowly, steadily passing away in 

the decadence of Los Angeles’ 
zan ja system. Good as it was thirty 
years ago, inestimable as its benefit to 
the pueblo of that time, fruitful, boun- 
tiful as were its waters to the orchard- 
ists and vineyardists whose lands 
formed what is now the residence sec- 
tion of the city, Water Superintendent 
Mulholland and the board have de- 


full duty and are now out of date; too 
wasteful of the water which rapidly- 
growing Los Angeles demands, and al- 
together too expensive a luxury to be 
maintained ase monuments of the past. 

Yesterday afternoon the water board 
held a meeting which was mostly oc- 
cupied with a discussion of the zanja 
system, its benefits and drawbacks.

patches are in the southern part of the 
city, and who depend on the zanja 
system for their irrigation water.

“The present zanja system is one of 
the most expensive luxuries the city 
is maintaining, and beside the cost of 
it, the waste of water is a big factor. 
I do not believe the ditches have paid 
their expenses in at least twenty-five 
years; there have been two bond issues 
to maintain them that I know of, be- 
side money that has been appropriated 
to that use from time to time. 

“Certain of the ditches which supply 
the big city power-houses with water 
will be maintained. In all of these 
stone conduits have already been pro- 
vided and they prevent the wastage 
that is so costly a feature of the out- 
side ditches. All of these are in the 
downtown section, however. In the 
southern part of the city, grading has 
interfered greatly with the system, and 
to put in order all the ditches would 
be a work that could hardly be at- 
tempted at this time were it necessary, 
which we are satisfied it is not. 

“The water problem in Los Angeles 
is a big one and with the present rapid 
growth of the city it is becoming more 
complex every year. In another twelve- 
month all of the present sanja- system 
water will be actually needed in the 
domestic-water service; more water 
may be developed, but that, too, win 
be wanted. It becomes, therefore, nec- 
essary to curtail as far as possible the

DECLARES DOCTORS HAVE BEEN 
“CRIMINALLY NEGLIGENT.” 


Non-enforcement of Garbage Contract 
Causes Storm—Several City Fathers 
Whack the Bosrd and Municipal 
Beague Offer Sage Advice. 


Councilman Davenport roundly 
wored the Board of Health for fail- 
ure to enforce the provisions of the 
garbage contract at the Council ses- 
mon yesterday morning. The big lec- 
felator from the Sixth Ward said some 
very pointed things and he did not 
mince words. He declared the Board 
ef Health guilty of criminal neglect in 
not holding the contractors to their 


obligation. 

Davenport has been making a care- 
ful investigation in the Sixth Ward 
and his canvass convinced him that 
something was. radically wrong with 
the administration of the garbage con- 
tract. Thi fault, after careful scrut- 
iny of all the officia) records, Daven- 
port lays at the door of the Board of 
Health. 
be remembered that the 

Board of Health has never attempted 

to penalize the contractors according 

to the contract for failure to collect. 

Instead the board passed a resolution 

to the effect that the garbage work 

was inefficient and unsatisfactory and 
requested the Council to take steps 
to acquire the old crematory of Frank- 
lin & Alexander, and to place the 
bage collection entirely in the ha 
of the Board of Health. 

When the Finance Committee of the 
Council refused to accede to the re- 
guest of the board for financial rea- 
song the medicos became sulky. appar- 
ently. and took no steps whatever to 
secure satisfactory garbage collection 
under the contract. 

Such in brief is the history of the 
garbage contract and it fcrmed the 
basis of an excortation of the board 
yesterday more severe than has deen 
given any public body in the last 
three years from an official source. In 
order that there might be no mistake 
about his sentiments on the garbage 
auestion Davenport committed his 
speech to writing and read it to the 

Council. He delivered bis speech with 
great emphasis and appenred to de 
very earnest in his opinions and de- 
liefs. Davenport spoke in part as 
follows: 


DAVENPORT’S HOT SHOT. 
“You are all aware of the fact of 
a contract existing between the city 
of Los Angeles and Franklin and 
Alexander for the removal and dispo- 
sition of garbage. for a period of three 
(3) — from the 23rd day of Au- 


The specifications in this contract 
were carefully prepared by the City 
Attorney, assisted by individual mem- 
bers of the City Council, and they, 
profiting by experience of former con- 
tracts, and a study of the question in 
hand, and a desire to formulate a plan 
looking to the health and welfare of 
our fair city, brought forth the speci- 
fications of the present garbage con- 
tract. These specifications are clear 
and concise, every one to the point, 
giving no undue advantage either to 


the party of the first part, or the party 


of the second part. 
“Of the earlier stages of the contract, 
I have no comments to make; in fact, 
I knew nothing of the provisions of 
the contract. and did not know whose 
duty it was to see that it was en- 
forced. I was then living at 96 Ma- 
ple avenue and the garbage collector 
called regularly twice a week. 

“Early in March of present year. 

I moved to where I am now living, 1724 
Wall street, and there I quickly found 
out the garbage collector only called 
once a week. I questioned my neigh- 
bors about it. and they told me that 
was the custom, and they appeared 
to be satisfied with the arrangement, 
and I. at that time not knowing the 
provisions of the contract, accepted the 
situation, and had no w of pretest. 
Thus it continued up to the 1 of 
this month: one call a week, no more. 
T am prepared to prove this fact to 
the satisfaction of any court or jury in 
the land. 
FAILURES TO COLLECT. 

“The city is divided into two dis- 
triets for the collection of garbage: 
District No. 1 comprises the business 
section, and District No. 2 the resi- 
dence sectian. 

“According to the provisions of the 
contract, the contractors have  obli- 
gated themselves tocall at all houses in 
district No. 2, two times a week from 
October 1 to April 1: and three times 
a week from April 1 to October 1, dur- 
ing the life of the contract. Spea2k- 
ing now of the territory south of Nint» 
street and Cast of Main street, to the 
eity limits and the Los Angeles River 
respectively, I assert and can prove 
the assertion, that in a major portion 
of the territory, the garbage collector 
has only called once a week durtug 
this year, so far; that n certain por- 
tions of the territory. he hae never 
called this year: that in no case has 
‘the contractor fulfilled his contract in 
the territory just named. 

BOARD TO BLAME. 

“Who is to.blame for this condition 
of affairs? There is only one answer 
to the query, vis: The Honorable 
Board of Health of Los Angeles. 

“The collection of garbage is a sani- 
tary measure of the utmost impor- 
tance. Frequent removals are neces- 
sary to prevent the atmosphere from 
becoming permeated and impregnated 
with poisonous gases, arising from de- 
caying animal and vegetable matter, 
hence, during the summer months, the 
contract positively states that garbage 

zust be removed three times per week. 
Fre city demands this; the contractors 
ve agreed to do it, and have backed

up their agreement with a bond of 15. 
000 to the city, yet, gentlemen, the 
Board of Health has a map in the 
Health Office—sctting forth that the 
territory bounded by Ninth, Main, Al- 
ameda streets and Slauson avenue is 
to be visited but twice a week by the 
garbage collectors, notwithstanding the 
fact the contract calls for three visits

“CRIMINALLY NEGLIGENT.” 

“What is your opinion of the present 
Board of Health? Are they worthy to 
fill the honorable positions they now 
occupy? The Board of Health says the 
present contract is ‘rotten.’ The term 
‘rotten’ is quite inelegant, though ex- 
pressive, and I crave your pardon for 
using the same term, in saying the en- 
forcement of the garbage contract by 
the present Board of Health is worse 
than ‘rotten.’ They are sworn officers 
of ti law, to have enforced laws tend- 
ing to good health, to protect the peo- 


ple against contagion and pestilence, | 


yet by their own acts they are crimi- 


‘nally negligent in the performance of 
| their duties. 


Health Officer Powers says the pres- 
ent garbage contract is an admirable 
one, and if properly enforced would 
prove a success. Dr. Powers and his 
deputies are but subordinates to the 
Board of Health, under its control and 
domination, and subject to its orders. 
Can a river rise above its source? An 
army in the field acts under orders 
from the general in command. There is 
no question as to the power and au- 
thority of the Board of Health to en- 
force the garbage contract. 

WHEREAUTHORITY RESTS. 

“The contgact specifically says: ‘It 
is further mutually agreed that the 
Board of Health of said city is hereby 
authorized and empowered to ascer- 
tain and determine whether and wheu 
any such failure or neglect to remove 
or cremate garbage, or any other 
breach of this contract, shall have oc- 
curred, and their decision shall be final 
on any such question, and shall be at 
once communicated by them to the City 
Auditor and the City Councii of said 
city.’ 

“How many reports have they made 
during the past six months for dere- 
liction of duty on the part of the con- 

tors? 


At this point Councilman Davenport 
quoted from a communication sent the 
Council by the Board of Health and al- 


made the peint that 
aware of the violations of the contract 
all the time, but did not report to the 
Council as provided by the contract. 
The Finance Committee conferred with 
the board at the time but no conclu- 
sions were reached. 

Davenport continues: 

Last Tuesday I was present at a 
meeting of the Board of Health, and 
learned from them the contract was 
rotten; could not be enforced, and they 
were waiting for the Council to act i:

During the 
past month or six weeks I have made 
a personal investigation of conditions 
as they exist in the Sixth Ward, and 
the sights I have witnessed, of decay- 
ing animal and vegetable matter, in 
overrunning cans, boxes, etc., waiting 
to be hauled away: matter in various 
stages of decomposition, putrid, full of 
maggots, vile smelling, disgusting to 
the vision. surrounded by myriads of 
files, standing there in the glare of the 
noonday sun, throwing off deadly gases 
and poisoning the atmosphere, I won- 
der why the people have not risen en 

ere this and demanded relief. 


“Relief must be accorded, and speed,” 


at that. or else disease or pestilence are 


‘tmminent at any moment.“ 


CREATED A STIR. 

The epirited remarks of Councilman 
Daven created quite a stir in the 
Council chamber. 
looked from one to the other as much 
as to say, That's so, but I didn’t think 
he would have the nerve.”

Nevertheless, it is a matter 
of record that when, recently, an ef- 
fort was put forth by the Health Of- 
ficer to improve the service of the de- 
partment, dt met with opposition from 
one member of the Council. Now, we 
appreciate that no Councilman would 
deliberately sacrifice the lives or 
health of our people and the reputa- 
tion of our city to a desire for patron- 
age, and we sympathize, to some ex- 
tent, with the kindly sentiment that, 
no doubt, influenced his action: never- 
theless, we would urge that, hereafter,

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| NEW LAW IS ADOPTED BY BOARD | 


OF SUPERVISORS. 
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Rule Now that Auto Man Must Stop 
if Driver of Horse Gives Him Signal 
by Holding up His Hand—Mrs. 
Driggs’s Letters Badly Wanted. 


The Supervisors legalized the “high 
sign” yesterday in connection with a 
new automobile law that sounds as 
though it belonged to a Hoyt musical 
comedy, though it is considered a good 
thing by persons who, in driving, 
meet “red devils” and other horseless 
vehicles. 

It is provided that when a horse and 
an automobile meet on the highway, 
the auto man must turn off the juice 
if the horseman raises his hand in sig- 
nal. On further request, ne must stop 
the engine. 

There ig a fatal fault in the law: u 
is not provided how you are to give 
the “high sign.” Is it the left or right 
hand, the fingers extended, or joined 
a la militaire or just two fingers up 
like a head waiter, or perhaps the 
thumb to the nose. It will be left 
probably to the dictates of fashion, 
the dilettante languidly with a rose 
between the fingers, the yokel with the 
clenched fist. 

At any rate, if you desire’ to show

PORTANT FACTS ABOUT MILK AS FOOD. 

SHOULD BE TAKEN Raw.

OWs milk occupies a peculiar po- 
sition in dietetics. It is used in 
infancy exclusively as food, and 
may be continued throughout life. It 
contains all the nutritive constituents 
of food—the albumen or proteid, carbo- 
hydrates, fats and salts. 

The question of food is one of the 
most important that confronts us, for 
in it is involved how life is sustained 
and nourished. Education on such a 
vital question should be obtained from 
tecientists, not from quacks, sanita- 
rums or food trusts, as the latter are 
all biased by the wares they have to 
sell. Usually. their information is false 
and misleading. Cattle are fed properly 
because the Agricultural Department 
educates the farmers on how to feed 
them. This is accomplished by the usé 
ef well-written bulletins distributed 
free by the government, but on the 


_ question of their own dietetics the peo- 


ple are mainly left to the mercy of 
their ignorance or to accept distort 
from manufacturers

FOOD ELEMENTS OF MILK. 
Before a comprehensive knowledge 
of milk can be obtained we must have 
a clear understanding of its composi- 


on, 

Milk is a.solid food and not a bever- 
ate, as is popularly supposed. 

As soon as milk reaches the stomach 
the solid is precipitated or coagulated 
out of the fluid by the action of a fer- 
ment in the stomach called rennet. 
Milk contains proteid—an albuminous 
substance called casein or cheese—to 
the amount of 2 to 3 per cent.; milk 
sugar, 4 to 5 per cent.; fat, 3% to 4% 
per cent.; mineral matters, 0.7 per 
cent., and water, 87 to 88 per cent. 
These figures represent the average 
composition, but it varies so enor- 
mously that one does not know some- 


times within 30 per cent. of the actual 


comporition of the milk that is used. 
The cells of the body are bathed in 
‘Jymph, from which the nutriment is 
taken. and proteid and carbo-hydrates 
are in solution in the lymph. 
food substances are seized upon by the 
Cells, and a chemical change takes 
place called combustion or oxidation. 


GERM INFECTION. 


By this process heat is formed and 
energy liberated, which is used in the 
process we call life. As the proteid is 
is0 easily attacked by the cells we can- 
not exist on proteid for food without 
detriment to the general metabolism of 
the body (vital changes.) The proteida, 
chiefly made up of casein or cheese, are 
kept in the solution by the presence of 
phosphate of lime. As casein contains 
no nucleine and yields no uric acid, it 
is used in cases of gout and rheuma- 
tiem; as ease yields no sugar. it is 
ad in cases of diabetes. When the 
dasein is precipitated the finid that 
Tremaine contains an albumen called 
jactalbumen. The sugar in milk is in 
the form of milk-sugar or lactose. The 
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milk-sugar does not ferment as read- 
ily by yeast as cane sugar, an impor- 
tant advantage in feeding infants. On 
the other hand, certain other micro- 
organisms or germs act upon the milk 
sugar and produce lactic acid. Were 
lactic acid the only product formed 


milk contaminated with germs would 


not be a dangerous food, but very ac- 
tive poisons are formed which render 
it one of the most dangerous, because 
of the readiness with which these 
germs grow in milk. The prevention 
of such infection can only be obtained 
— stringent laws governing our dairy 


arms. 

The fat of milk varies exceedingly. 
In milk of animale that inhabit coid 
climates the fate increase, as for in- 
stance, whale’s milk contains 43 
cent., while cow's milk contains only 
about 4 per cent. In a drop of milk no 
larger than a pin head there have been 
found 1,600,000 separate fat globules. 
When milk stands the fat globules run 
together, forming cream. Cream is sim- 
ply milk with less water. Skimmed 
milk even containg 1 per cent. of fat. 
The mineral matter in the milk con- 
tains phosphate of potash and lime: 
as citric acid is combined with lime, 
this may have some value as a diu- 
retic. A cow yields in a day about as 
much citric acid as is found in two or 
three lemons. 


METHODS OF TESTING. 
Milk may be defective in fat, albu- 


men or sugar, but so long as it is not 


infected by germs the danger is not so 
immediate. The greatest of all dan- 
gers is that of infection from germs. 
It is not only necessary to know what 
form of germs are in the milk, but the 
number of micro-organisms to a given 
quantity is most important. The ordi- 
nary chemical examinations have their 
usefulness, but inasmuch as disease is 
produced by the germs that are often 
introduced by polluted water by deal- 
ers it becomes essential not only to 
know the chemical constituency or 
composition, but a bacterial analysis 
becomes of paramount importance. The 
methods of investigation are, first, to 
determine the specific gravity by a 
standard lactometer: the fat may be 
determined by Babcock’s method. The 
acidity of milk varies with ite decom- 
position; this is determined by neutra!- 
izing with caustic soda a known quan- 
tity, using an indicator usually phenol- 
phthalein. The bacteriological analy- 
sis is readily made by plate-culqires, 
using one cubic centimeter of milk in 
1 to 100 to 1 to 1000 of sterilized water. 
The germs are then sowed upon agar 
plates and incubated for two or three 
days at about the room temperature, 
60 to 8% deg. Fahr. Any physician can 
make these tests without much diffi- 
eulty and thus satisfactorily determine 
whether the milk is fit to use or not. 
FRESH RAW MILK BEST. 

If milk runs over 1,000,000 germs in a 
cubic centimeter it may be regarded as 
infected. It is possible to secure milk 
for infants that does not contain over 
1. germs to the cubic centimeter, 
but we cannot at present hope to se- 
cure such desirable results with the 
present system of lax dairy inspection. 
When the public ts better educated it 
will demand pure milk. which in a 
medical sense means chiefly milk free 
from germs. In order to overcome the 
danger of infection it is customary to 
sterilize or destroy the germs, either 
by boiling or by pasteurization. The 
whole is heated below the boiling point. 
about 160 deg. Fahr.

TO DETECT POISON. 

| Sterilization by means of formalde- 
hyde can often be detected by the odor 
which is developed on warming the 
milk. Where a very small quantity is 
present it can be detected by a very 
delicate method, by mixing the milk 
with sulphuric acid m which a little 
iron salt has been added. A blue color 
appears, which shows the poison, for- 
malidehyde. An even more delicate 


per | method is to dilute the milk with water 


and allow it to float upon the sulphuric 
acid and iron: if formaldehyde is not 
present. instead of ablue color a brown- 
4+sh color appears. The adulteration of 
milk with water and preservatives is 
becoming so common that most of the 
milk in our cities is unsuitable for in- 
fant feeding and is dangerous to the 
health of the adult. By the proper ap- 
plication of the tests we have here sug- 
gested the defective milk can readily 
be detected. 


REFRIGERATION BETTPR THAN 
STERILIZING. 

It is unnecessary to boil, sterilize or 
pasteurize to prevent the development 
of germs and thus the souring and 
spoiling of milk; a law requiring that 
‘all milk be transported in refrigerator 
cars and kept in ice coolers would be 
all that would be necessary. The State 
could well afford to defray the expenses 
of such methods of shipment to the 
cities, as the decrease of mortality 
alone would be a saving to the State, 
not considering the question of the 
health of the infant and adult. 

If an infant has been fed on mother’s 
milk and the little one is being weaned 
great care must be exercised in admin- 
istering cow's milk. If too large an 
amount is given in one day it will pro- 
duce effects of poisoning—even thougn 
the milk is absolutely pure. The ir- 
fant must become immune by taking 
at first only very small quantities and 
gradually increasing the amount. 

ABOUT “MILK CURBS.” 

In “milk cures” adults must also use 
care, as not more than three to five 
or six ounces can at first be allowed— 
at intervals of about four hours. Grad- 
ually the amount is increased until a 
large tumblerful its given, about eight 
ounces at each feeding or about a quart 
and a half a day. Ina few days a pa- 
tient may take as much as three quarts 
of milk in a day. The course ot treat- 
ment by the “milk cure” syste :n is 
from one month to six weeks, me of 
the dangers in: taking so much liquid is 
dilatation of the stomach from the ex- 
cessive Weight of the liquid. The mus- 
cles of the stomach walls oecome fa- 
tigued, distend, dilate and become 
weak. Excessive beer drinkers have the 
same complaint with the resulting dys- 
peptic symptoms. Those patients with 
weak stomach walls as a rule, cannot 
undergo the exclusive milk diet even 
for one month. 

Milk does not require the amount of 
gastric juice to digest it that other 
foods require, hence less juice is 
formed when taken and thus less work 
required. There is less gouty or rheu- 
rmatic effects on a milk diet than is

found in meat and other more irritat- 
ing foods, in part due to the fact that 
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less putrefaction occurs in the intes- 
tines in a milk’ diet. One danger to 
be avoided js the flooding of the sys- 
tem with too much liquid. If the kid- 
neys are only slightly damaged exces- 
sive work thrown upon them will some- 
times result in dropsy, especially if the 
heart is also defective. “Milk cures” 
have been known to be useful in some 
forms of dropsy, but only under proper 
directions. The difficulty is sometimes 
very great on account of the objections 
of the patient to such a rigid diet, but 
persuasion and decision will overcome 
the difficulty. 


TO PREVENT CLOTTING IN STOM- 
ACH. 


When milk first enters the stomach 
it curdies and forms a large clot, often 
difficult to digest. Milk can made 
more digestible by making the milk 
curdle outside the stomach by adding 
two teaspoonfuls of quid rennet to 
one quart of milk. e clots thus 
formed can be broken into very fine 
particies by an egg beater, when it as- 
sumes the appearance of milk before 
it is “curdled’’—and the taste is not 
materially altered. When the patient 
has lost all appetite and cannot take 
even milk a system of forced feeding 
is easily accomplished by putting a sot 
rubber tube into the oesophagus and 
injecting the milk. It is accomplished 
in half a minute without difficulty and 
scarcely any distress. 

Whey or the liquid portion after the 
separation of the curd is also useful, 
but must be regarded as a system of 
“water cure rather than a fond cure. 
In kidney trouble, constipation and for 
those who have been “high livers“ it 
is a good form of fasting dict. 


GOOD FOR IRRITATED STOM:CR. 


In one hour after eating as much 
as two-tenths of 1 per cent. of hydro- 
chioric acid is normally found in the 
stomach. One of the most common com- 
plaints in our modern -ivilization is 
the irritable state of the, stomach; 
through this irritable condition more 
acid is formed than normally; as a re- 
sult it becomes highly .Irritated and 
many serious distresses are 
even when the stomach is empty. Milk 
seems to be of decided advantage un- 
der such conditions in that it lessens 
the amount of acid secreted: the objec- 
tion to it is that it coagulates and 
forms large chunks difficult to digest. 
This difficulty can readily be overcome, 
as already stated, by the use of rennet 
ferment before taking. Cream is also 
of benefit, but many patients cannot 
take muchcream without distress. Fresh 
butter made from cream unsalted is of 
decided advantage; in fact, the fat is 
not only nutritive, but allays the irri- 
tation in the stomach. Slippewr-elm 
water added to milk has the advantage 
of lessening the irritability of the stom- 
ach walls and at the same time pre- 
venting the forming * large milk 


clots. 
KOUMISS. 

Barley water has been used for this 
purpose, but it is inferior to slippery 
elm. Lime water has even greater ad- 
vantages in preventing large clots from 
forming and at the same time it is an 
alkali to neutralize excessive acid. Car- 
bonated water is used for a similar 
purpose and the prevention of the 
forming of large particles of casein. 
Sour milk or buttermilk has decided 
advantages where it does not irritate 
the stomach, as it leaves the stomach 
in three hours after taking, while raw 
milk requires three and one-half hours 
and boiled milk four hours before pass- 
ing out of the stomach. The reason 
why sour milk passes out earlier is the 
same we have before noted, the fine- 
ness of the particles of casein. Kou- 
miss has been used for centuries as a 
modifed milk cure.“ The genuine Kou- 
miss is fermented mare's milk. A spur- 
ious koumiss or substitute is produced 
from milk of the cow and is fermented 
with Kephir grains, which resemble 


little fragments of cauliflower, the fer- 
mentation being due to saccharomyces 


mycoderma. In addition there are the 
lactic-acid forming organisms. The 
double fermentation that takes place is 
that of lactic acid and “vinous fer- 
mentation” whereby lactic acid and al- 
cohol are formed, the latter amounting 
to less than 2 per cent. Where there is 
diminished gastric juice and insufficient 
hydrochloric acid formed in the stom- 
ach in some forms of chronic inflamma- 
tion the acidity in koumiss is rather 
an advantage than a disadvantage. In 
whatever manner we niodify milk 0 
make it more digestible or more readily 
absorbed the care taken is of no avail 
if the milk we use is infected. 
The government uses every u- 
tion of inspection to prevent illicit 
whiskey from gaining entrance into 
the trade. If a poor mountaineer grows 
a little patch of corn and uses a pure 
mountain stream to combine with his 
fermented product without the stamp 
of the government he is as a 
criminal, and sometimes is shot 
because a few dollars are involved, t 
this question of infected milk, whish 
spreads disease broadcast among the 
innocent babes as well as those of more 
mature years, is almost wholly disre- 
garded by the public. Dlkseminated 
knowledge of the composition and 
characteristics of milk and the manner 
in which it becomes infected by disease 
germs is necessary to the formation of 
a right public opinion on the subject.

MPORTANT TO ORANGE GROWERS. 
An ex-resident of this city, who 
42 now located in Porto Rico, gave an 
interview to a local contemporary in 
the course of which he referred to the 
possible competition of our new West 
Indian possession with the home 
country iu the orange-growing busi- 
mess. According to what he says, 
the situation is a grave one, and war- 
rants a careful investigation and 
preparation on the part of the orange 
growers of Southern California. Fore- 
“warned is forearmed, and it is of no 
use to try to ignore a condition of at- 
fairs because such a condition is un- 
pleasant. It is especially desirable 
that our orange growers should be on 
their guard, because advices from 
Florida announce that the State is 
rapidly coming to the front again as 
an orange producer, the coming crop 
béing estimated at fully 2,000,000 boxes 
of oranges. Like the West India Isl- 
ands, Florida enjoys much lower rates 
of transportation to the Atantic 
Coast cities than do the horticultur- 
ists of Southern California. 

The ex-Angeleno referred to de- 
clares that within ten years, and pos- 
sibiy sooner, the orange will be one 
of Porto Rico’s principal products, 
and that the island growers will be 
able to compte successfully with Cal- 
ifornia, because they enjoy many ad- 
vantages over this section. For in- 
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stance, there is ns danger of 
frost; irrigation is not necessary: 
fruit may be landed in New York 


within six days, at a cost of 20 cents 
n box, as compared with 90 cents, 
and twice as many days from Cali- 
fornia; good orange land may be 
bought at prices ranging from $30 to 
$50 an acre, or about one-fifth of what 
is asked for good orange land in this 
section, with  irmgation facilities, 
labor costes about one-third as much 
as in this section, and the product is 
bald to be a thin-skinned, sweet, and 
Jnicy fruit. 

Under these circumstances, it is not 
surprising to learn that many Amer- 
aus hare gone down to Porto Rico 
and have purchased large areas of 
land for the jurpose of growing. 
oranges. In these groves there are 
now trees from tree to four years old, 
‘healthy, of good size, and some of 
them have already begun to bear 
fruit. Most of them are budded from 
the Florida trees. New groves are 
being set out every year, so that 
within a decade there ia a prospect 
of a heavy importation from the isl-

Paroxysms of rage. Parry brands 
them. He puts them where the coun- 
try can get a good look at them. He 
performs autopsies on them. He turns 
the Roentgen rays of merciless expos- 
ure upon them, so that everyone who 
runs may read them through and 
through, just as though they were 
made of so much thin tissue paper. 
A true American always feels a good 
mouth after 
he has read one of Parry's speeches. 

In his address, yesterday, Mr. 
Parry meets the trades unionists on 
their own ground; that is to say, he 
takes their most specious arguments 


and refutes them, every one. He 
takes the plausible doctrine with 
which foreign Socialists and anar- 


chists have succeeded in misleading 
and deluding many American  work- 
men and-knocks from under them the 
rotten props upon which they stand. 
This man does not deal in platitudes 
and glittering generalities, but talks 
facts and figures—things that are in- 
disputable and cannot be denied. He 
dodges no issue that trades unionists 
advance, but takes up their own pet 
principles of Socialism, compulsory 
arbitration, eight-hour laws and all 
that sort of thing and shows the fal- 
lacy, the weakness and the un-Amer- 
icanism of them; and more than all 
that, the fearful danger that lies in 
them for the American 
himself. If there isan American work- 
ingman who does not know that the 
tyranny of trades-unionism can only 
result in cursing the workingman 
alone, let him read this speech and 
then sit down and do some good, hard 
thinking. Let him read it every word 
in his own home to his wife ¢.nd his 
children. It is nothing but the truth 
and no honest man should fear that, 
no matter whether he belongs to a 
trades union or not, or whether he 
earns his bread with the blows of his 
good right arm or in the genius of his 
brain. 

All of us who love our country have 
often good. grounds for the belief that 
God directs its destinies with an es- 
pecially loving care. In all its trials 
and when dangers have beset it most, 
men have risen to save it and defend 
it. Dangers beset it now. Anarchists 
and Socialists bred in the stinking 
pools of foreign deviltry seek to de- 
stroy the glorious fabric woven by 
the hands of our fathers.

RATH OVER ROADS 
m KERN COUNTY.

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SUPERVISORS CHARGE COMPAN 
WITH DESTRUCTION. 

Construction of Immense Power Tun- 

nels and Canals Damages Roads and 


Bridges—Corporation Called Upon to 
Make Repairs—Big Suit Likely. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
| “BAKERSFIELD, July  27.-—Super- 
visor Hi. A. Jastro returned today from 
Kernville, where, in company with Su- 
pervisor Peterson, he’ inspected the 
damage that has been and is being 
done to the public roads in that vicin- 
ity by the Kern Riter Power Com- 
pany. From the Kern River bridge to 
Kernville there existed a fine piece of 
road, well upon the hillside, high above 
flood water, and -so situated that it 
could be kept in repair at a cost of $25 
a year. Across this stretch of road the 
company, with an utter disregard for 
the public’s rights, ran its big canal 
and without the pretense of building 
bridges or repairing the road, marked 
out a road in the sandy bottom and 
asked the county to accept: that in leu 
of the one destroyed. The Supervisors 
estimate that it would cost $1000 a 
year to keep up the new road, and be- 
sides, in time of freshets, the territory 
through which it passes is under wa- 
ter. Deep sand marks the course for 
the entire distance, and it would be im- 
possible to haul loads over the soft 
surface. 
In other places where the road on the 
hillside has been left undisturbed, the 
company has blasted the rock away 
right up to the wagon tracks, leaving 
the road narrow and dangerous. In 
like manner the canal was run across 
the flat where the Evans road starts 
over the Greenhorn, so that it is well 
nigh impossible to start up the grade 
with a load. The Erskine-creek road 
has also been made impassable. ~ 
The Supervisors went carefully over 
the ground and then looked up the kor 
cal officials of the company. Mr. Jas- 
tro, who is chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, notified them in plain 
terms that the damage ust de re- 
paired at the earliest possible day, and 
that no future interference with the 
roads will be allowed. In order to put 
the matter on a legal basis, Mr. Jastro 
will serve written notice on the com- 
pany to repair the damage. The power 
company has also practically ruineda 
number of the bridges by hauling loads 
over them beyond their carrying 
weight. The company will undoubt- 
edly be sued by the county unless the 
extensive damage is made good.

NEW BLOOD FELT 
IN THE TRACTION. 


NDER its new ownership the 
Traction Company, as that branch 
of the great consolidated street- 

railway system o ‘os Angeles is still 

called, is making rapid progress to- 

ward permanent and long-needed im- 

provement in its affairs and manage- 

ment. 

At the head of the “Traction” now 
is S. B. McLenegan, superintendent of 
the road during the last few months 
of the Hook régime. Mr. McLenegan 
is a man thoroughly experienced in 
railway affairs, and besides is in close 
touch with the demands of the public 
and the needs of the employés. 
Under his charge the road will rap- 
idly be brought ic the fore, along with 
other systems of the great consolida- 
tion, until it is surpassed by none. 
Changes first to take place are those 
affecting the employés themselves. 

Beginning August 1, the running 
hours will be changed and equalized, 
so that night men will have the 
chance to earn as much as day men. 
The service system will be applied to 
the runs, and the conductors and mo- 
tormen will have their pick of these, 
according to seniority. The question 
of hours is the most important, how- 
ever. 

Said Mr. McLenegan yesterday after - 
noon: “At the present time the night 
crews feel, very justiy, that they are 
not earning sufficient wages. Their 
hours, by the present arrangement, 
are much shorter than they would 
wish them to be, and many of them 
can scarcely earn at the outside more 
than $1.75 a day—which, of course, is 
insufficient for a man to care for a 
family. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to equalize the time, and give 


There are three classes of runs—day, 
night and split.“ Day runs are usu- 
ally from 5:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.; split 
runs from 5.45 to 10 a.m., and from 4 
to 9 p.m. Night crews take the din- 
ner relief and go on for good about 
4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, working 
then right through, until the cars drop 
out one by one and go into the barn. 
This is adopted, not from the Los An- 
geles railway, but from the general 
idea which prevails on all the up-to- 
date street railways of the United 
States.” 

The men will be stven these runs 
according to seniority of service. The 
older crews will take the Westlake 
and West Adams runs, leaving the 
younger men to the unwelcome Un- 
versity route. Although this is the 
main line, it is the most unpopular, as 
it does not make as good time, the 
cars are older, and there are more 
switches to throw. The “white” and 
“green” lines are about equal in the

popular race, as the one has the rec- 
ord for the fastest time, while the 
other has the finest cars and carries 
the fewest passengers. 

Men working on the San Pedro line— 
California Pacific—will not be affected 
by this distribution of runs. They 
have already been chosen from the 
ranks, and are all old hands. Of 
course, these jobs, with only three 
trips a day, would be eagerly sought 
by all the employés. 

The next change, which will be in- 
augurated at the same time, affects 
the comfort of the motormen. About 
day after tomorrow stools will be 
given out on all the cars, and the 
brake twisters will no longer stand up 
throughout the livelong day. This has 
been an innovation greatly in demand 
for years. Manager McLenegan has 
had the motormen appoint a commit- 
tee, which will confer with the man- 
agement regarding these seating fa- 
cilities. Certain limits will be placed 
upon the territory in which the car- 
driver may sit and operate his ma- 
chinery, of course. 

Next to come will be the thorough 
renovation of all the rolling stock, 
with the possible addition of more 
cars to certain lines. For the pres- 
ent-the same type and style of cars 
will distinguish the Traction system, 
but as rapidly as possible all the cars 
will be repainted and fixed up. It is 
not probable that air-brakes will be 
added, as the consensus of railway 
opinion is that for city work they are 
not an absolute necessity, and that 


crank brakes, while a little slower, are 
fer more reliable and cause fewer un- 


-accountable accidents. Another new 
idea for the Traction will be its own 
private telephone system from the 
end of each line. This has of course 
been in use on the Huntington lines 
for sometime, but the former owners of 
the other road never deemed it a ne- 
cessitvy. To keep cars on time it is 
deemed invaluable in any big system. 

Certain changes to be made at the 
power-house will insure a plentiful 
supply of juice,“ and it is announced 
that the lamentable current weakness 
which caused so much exasperation 


on the line last winter will probably 


never be repeated again. 

The last of the contemplated fea- 
tures will be the double-tracking of 
the San Pedro line. This has not been 
definitely decided upon, but the new 
management admits that plans are 
under way, although no date has been 
set for the beginning of work. 

In case this is done. it probably 
means new cars for the system, as the 
blue monsters shipped from St. Louis 
for the Hooks are too heavy and un- 
weildy for the grades. It may be that 
these cars, elegant specimens of elec- 
tric-railwav architecture that they

pent on this substation, which is de- 
signed to feed the power lines between 
the center of the city and the com- 
pany's power-house being built on Six- 
teenth street, just outside the city 
limits, about three miles west of Bush 
street. 

The capacity of the new station will 
be 300 horse power, and will add 
greatly to the efficiency of the power 
equipment of the company. 

It is the purpose ot the Los An- 
geles-Pacific Railroad Company to 
make the building a sightly one, in 
keeping with the residence section in 
which it is being erected. Property 
owners in that section are assured by

“A substation,” said E. P. Clark, 
president of the Los Angeles-Pacific, 
yesterday, “is not a power-house, and 
against it can be, raised none of the 
objections that make people fearful of 
having a power-house in their neigh- 
borhood. There is no smoke, no soot, 
no rattle of machinery. Everything is 
clean and quiet, and ail there will be 
to break in upon absolute stillness is 4 
gentle, sustained whirr of delicate, 
evenly poised machinery.

ACRAMENTO, July 27.— [Exclusive Dispatch,} 
Thirteen convicts, all of them long-timers, 
made their escape from Folsom prison this morn- 
ing. With knives and razors they attacked the 
officers of the prison while the latter were at 
breakfast. In the subsequent fight two of the 
guards, William A. Colter and Joseph Cochrane, 
were fatally wounded, Colter dying soon afterward. 
The convicts using Warden Wilkinson and 
nine of his subordinates as a shield passed by the 
gatling guns, looted the armory and started across 
the country taking their prisoners with them but 
subsequently releasing Wilkinson and several 
others. 
The convicts siezed a four-horse wagon and 
looted a store at Pilot Hill. Soon after leaving 
that point this evening they were overtaken by 
posses from Sacramento, Folsom and Placerville, 
and a fierce fight ensued during which Convict 
Howard was killed and Convict Slavis badly 
wounded. 


At last reports the convicts were still sur- 

rounded. Reinforcements are hurrying to the 

spot.

The prisoners marched into the din- 
ing room and had their breakfast, 
Warden Wilkinson, as was his wont, 
scrutinizing their action. After the 
meal the men marched out of the main 
gate of the prison into the yard. The 
upper yard line was out, and most of 
the stone line was through, when 
two prisoners turned suddenly on 
Outer Gatekeeper W. A. Chalmers, and 
a dozen others rushed for the Cap- 
tain’s office, only 2 few feet to the 
left of the main entrance to the prison

Warden Thomas Wilkinson, Capt. R. 
J. Murphy, Harry A. Wilkinson, the 
Warden's nephew, and five_or six 
guards were assembled in the Cap-

CONVICTS ATTACK. 

The assembled officials and guards 
expected anything rather than trouble. 
They heard something like a scuffle 
at the main entrance and Capt. Mur- 
phy rose from his chair, intending to 
investigate, when the convicts dashed 
into the office door. Each of the des- 
perate men were armed with a “file” 
knife or a razor, and in a twinkling 
they were in the midst of the assem- 
bled guards and officers, none of 
whom were armed, and ordered them 
to line up and march out.

MELEE QUICKLY OVER. 

The melee was over in a few seconds. 
Capt. Murphy, when the dash was 
made, realized instantly what was in- 
; tended, and dashed into the annex to 
the rear of the office, intending to 
run out, gather the guard, throw away 
the keys of the prison arsenal or ar- 
mory, and of the gate leading from the 
yard. The inner door leading from the 
annex is usually open, but Capt. Mur- 
phy found it locked, and he was beset 
by two convicts, who threatened to 
murder him if he did not get back into 
the office and line up. He made a vir- 
tue of necessity and went back. 

In the meantime 380 convicts had 
been standing in line in the prison 
yard. The conspiracy had been guard- 
ed so carefully that it is doubtful if a 
half dozen of them had an inkling of 
what the desperadoes intended doing. 
The discipline to which they had been 
subjected held them in line. Not a 
half dozen men stirred from the ranks, 
but after the first rush every man saw, 
and probably understood that a break 
for liberty was being made by their 
fellow prisoners. 

Gatekeeper Chalmers was at his post 
of duty while the convicts were filing 
out. When the two who had been de- 
tailed to attend to his case rushed him 
he threw one of them to the floor, and 
in the tussle that followed he was se- 
verely cut on his left hand and arm, 
but later, after his wounds had been 
dressed, went about his duty, 

ATTACK ON GATEKEEPER. 

The prison entrance proper has 
two doors, or gates. The outer gate 
Was guarded by Chalmers, the inner 
by a prisoner named Joseph Casey, 
who is serving a Ute sentence, Casey 
proved that the spark of manhood was 
not extinct in him. As soon as Chal- 
mers was attacked, he flung to the in- 
ner door, shot the bolts, and the con- 
victs remaining inside the prison were 
as secure as if, locked in their cells. 

Gatekeeper Chalmers secured 
outer gate and in the passage between 
the two gates nineteen convicts were 
securely locked. 

When the rush -was made C. H. 
Ward was crossing the prison yard to 
his quarters for brtakfast. He heard 
the commotion and about faced. At 
the same moment Lieutenant of the 
Guard Kipp shouted at him to come on. 
Ward started back on a run, but be- 
fore he reached the office was seized 
by a convict, who flourished an ugly- 
looking knife, and he, too, became a 
prisoner. 

RAID THE ARMORY. ; 

The convicts, having thus quelled all 
demonstrations made by the free men, 
started with their prisoners across the 
yard, going within a few yards of the 
line of 380 convicts who had passed 
out of the prison, in the direction of 
the prison armory, which is fifty yards 
from the main entrance to the ground, 
and to the northeast of the captain's 
office a hundred steps, and across the 
way from the officers’ mess room, : 

Four guards were at the armory, re- 
ceiving their rifles preparatory to 
taking out their “lines.” The convicts 
marched their prisoners up to the ar- 
mory and, holding their knives over 
them, demanded that the doors be 
opened. It was a case of open the 
doors or slaughter the warden, cap- 
tain and other officials, and the con- 
victs declared that if a shot was fired 
they would murder every prisoner. 

Warden Wilkinson realized the use- 
lessness of resistance, and told the 
guards to open the armory doors. This 
was done and the convicts took 
session, secured ten rifles, twenty-five 
revolvers and all the ammunition they 
wanted, and then marched to the main 
entrance and demanded that the gate 
be opened. They again threatened 
their prisoners and the gate was 
opened. | 

BRAVE THE GATLING GUNS. 


The convicts marched out and up the 
hill in the very teeth of the Gatling 
guns trained upon them. Their plan 
had worked even beyond the wildest 
scope of their imagination. Their pris- 
oners were their safeguards, 4nd they 
had not lost a single man. 

Upon leaving the armory, Guard 
Jolly, who had been wounded, and who 
was faint from loss of blood, was left 
behind. The convicts with their pris- 
oners moved boldiy over the hills. 
Warden Wilkinson, who is stout, grew 
short of wind, and when a quarter of a 
mile from the prison, asked his captors 
to release him, and they did so. They 
had taken his watch at first, but re- 
turned it to him at the last moment. 

The march was resumed, and when 
the convicts and their prisoners were 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
the prison, the big siren sent out its 
notes of warning announcing the es- 
cape, and at the same time word was 
telephoned to Folsom and thence 
throughout the State. 2 

SIREN SOUNDS ALARM. 

When the attack on the captain's 
office was made Convict O. C. Clark, 
who is doing twenty years for forgery, 
was at his desk to the left and rear, 
making out his report. When the rush 
was made he dropped down on the 
floor, crawled into the annex and after 
the trouble left by the back door, went 
to the warden’s office 40 the west of the 
building and turned in the alarm. It 
was then that the big siren announced 
the escape. 

When three-quarters of a mile from 
the prison, Capt. M who had 
been jollying his captors, was released 
He was first despoiled of his trousers, 
but he declined to don those offered to 
him by the convict who fell heir to his.

NEW YORK, July ohe-At the meet- 
ing of the Furniture Association of 
America today, D. M. Parry, president 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, delivered a notable address.. 
Mr. Parry spoke on the subject of the 
necessity for a national organization 
of employers, which would be repre- 
sentative of all employing interests. 
He referred incidentally to the new 
constitution which is now under con- 
sideration by the Executive Committee 
of the National Aon. This con- 
stitution admits to bership em- 
ployers other than manufacturers, and 
also provides for a re tative mem- 
bership from national, State and local 


associations. 

“It ought hardly to be necessary.“ 
said the speaker, to set forth why 
there should be a general organization 
of the kind I have in mind. Who can 
take note of the frequent violations of 
the rights of free labor and, free con- 
tract without becoming deeply con- 
cerned for the future; without earnest- 
ly wishing there might be some means 

y the present ways of soctal- 
istie and anarchistic impulse could be 
checked? I have no more faith in the 
wisdom which would allow dangerous 
social tendencies unimpeded progress 
than I have in the efficacy of the Chris- 
tian Scientist method of tie dis- 


ease to cure itself. 
“Many of the most thoughtful men 
in the country have in recent months 
sounded notes of warning, calling at- 
tention to the evidences that they see 
of pending revolutions. The newspa- 
pers are filled with accounts of acts 
by organized labor that ought to make 
an American who believes in a free 
country blush with shame, and the 
prevailing ideas in the public mind are 
in accord with these acts. The people 
have listened so long to the specious 
pleas of demagogues and agitators 
without being furnished with any an- 
tidote for the poison that they have 
really come to believe that capital is a 
legitimate subject for spoliation, and 
that the cause of humanity is to be 
advanced by trampling under foot the 
most elementary of individual rights. 
PLAYS ON THE PASSIONS. 5 
“The labor agitator plays upon the 
passions and the envies of the poorer 
classes, makes them believe that they 
are being robbed, and that if they had 
kts they would ride in car- 
ridges like their ‘bosses.’ In their phi- 
losophy there is no such thing as nat- 
ural law shaping the destinies of the 
race, and they appear to lose sight of 
the 41 that exists between in- 
dividuals. They do not seem to un- 
derstand that nature has made it im- 
possible for all men to be leaders. One 
might as well try to make ugly men 
handsome, and vice versa, as to try to 
equalize the mental inequalities of the 
race, and as one man has more ns 
than another, there is bound to be an 
unequal distribution of wealth, and it 
is that it is so. The 
is de- 
pendent upon this fact, and these en- 
terprises support thousands in fair 
comfort who otherwise would have to 
grovel in the soll to eke out a bare 
existence. 


CAPITAL BENEFITS ALL. 

“Capital does not benefit merely the 
man who controls it—it benefits the 
entire nation of people. Capital can- 
not We idle, but must be used, and 
the more of it there is to be used the 
greater are the benefits accruing to all 
men. How foolish, then, it is to wage 
an unreasonable warfare on capital 
and those who control it. It may be 
granted that sometimes corporations 
commit acts that are in violation of 
individual rights, but this is no reason 
why the numerous law-abiding enter- 
prises should be made the target of 
blind and senseless attack. Yet so 
deep-seated is the general feeling that 
the labor agitator is fighting a great 
battle for the ‘d trodden and starv- 
ing’ masses that the public regards 
with apathy or indulgent complacency 
the frequent and flagrant attacks on 
personal liberty and property rights re- 
— from the advice of the agita- 
ora. 

“The question arises: How can the 
people be made to realize the meaning 
of this war on industry by organized 
labor? There is but one way, and that 
is by conducting a campaien for the 
establishment maintenance of 
healthy public thought. The people 

‘sess the ability to govern them- 
selves. but it must be remembered that 
in_arder to exercise their power to 
judge between right and wrong. they 
mis have the opportunity of knowing 
both sides of a question. And I be- 
Neve, therefore, that the time has come 
when the employers of the country can 
perform a dutv not only to themeelves. 
but to the nation, by coming torether 
in some form of organization. the ex- 
nresa objects of which shall he the up- 
holding of the Constitution of the 
Tinited States. the fnculcation of sane 
public sentiment. and the maintenance 
of free industrial conditfons. 

CLAIM OF SOVEREIGNTY. 

“In order to show that this e no h 
fancy+this idea that organized labor 
js revolutionary in its tendencies—! 
wish to call specific attention to the 
fact that in the hundreds of strikes 
that have recentiy occurred in this 
country the unions have laid claim to 
rights of sovereignty that are not often 
exercised even by the most des ic 
governments. Organized labor declarc<« 
for one thing, that no man shall work 
without its consent, and for anether 
thing that no industry shall be oper- 
ated without its consent. Its entire 
warfare is conducted for the purpose 
of compelling the country to acknow!- 
edge that it possesses these two sover- 


e rights. 
“One would think that the continued 
n of crimes that are com- 
mitted in order to establish the ab- 
solute contro! of organised labor over 
the labor of the individual would 
arouse the wrath of the public. but an- 
paremtiy you find a secret — 2 
rather than reproof among the massen 
for the perpetrators of these atrocities. 
In Chicago it takes scores of police 
and several patrol wagons to guard one 
load of freight on its way to the depot 
from an establishment where a strike 
is in progress, and vitriol and stones 
are thrown at the non-union driver. 
Similar epirodes have been too numer- 
ous to mention in recent months. In 
Grand Rapids, I think it was, a funeral

In an Indiana 
town thousands of dollars of loss were 
occas by the workmen striking in 
a forging plant, leaving the met to 
freeze in the crucibles—al! for the pur- 
pose of compelling the employer to 
recognize the union. But what is the 
need of giving instances—everyone 
knows that neither property nor life are 
regarded as so important to the labor 
agitator as the right of the union to 
say that men cannot work except by 
its consent. If this is not tyranny, 
what then is tyranny? Another name 
for it Is slavery. and it matters not an 
iota to the victim whether his task- 
master is a single individual or a union 
of individuals. 
THEIR SECOND CLAIM. 

“Not much need be said of that other 
sovereign right-it has laid claim to, 
that of saying that no industry shall 
be operated without its consent. This 
right is also asserted in every strike. 
We find it expressed very well by Mr. 
Mitchell in his letter of October 17, 
1902, in which he says: ‘They (the 
owners of the coal property) are forced 
to acknowledge their inability to oper- 
ate their mines without our consent.’ 
At the command of organized labor the 
wheels of industry must stop until it 
gets its price. and it matters not what 
amount of suffering or inconvenience 
general pub- 
e. 

“The usurpation of such powers by 
irresponsible and ignorant men bids 
fair to bring about such unbearable 
conditions that a crisis sometimes 
seems fast approaching, in which it 
will be decided whether this country 
shall be handed over to the agitators 
or whether the labor misleaders shall 
be relegated to oblivion of private ex- 
istence discredited and erless to 
work further evil. 

“Already you can discern the handi- 
work of the compromiser who, calling 
himself a acemaker, seeks to have 
the country’ grant to organized labora 
partial recognition of those rights of 
sovereignty which it asserts. Many 
men in public life appear to believe 
that compromise is the sum and sub- 
stance of. political wisdom, but in my 
humble opinion this country is either 
going to have individual freedom or it 
is not. It took centuries of struggle to 
establish this liberty of the individual 
and now we are asked to abandon it 
at the behest of a lot of so-called busi- 
ness agents who have richly earned the 
title of social brigands. The average 
politician knows that the labor leader 
is wrong; that he stands for e political 
economy which would be more disas- 
trous to the laboring man than it 
would to the man of wealth, and 
merely sides in with the agitator be- 
cause he fears the latter's control of 
votes that he needs. Thus there is no 
safe dependence to be placed in the 
action of legislators whose political 
life is dependent to some degree on the 
labor vote. Therefore a counter-or- 
ganization to that of organized labor 
is a logical and vital necessity. 

DENOUNCES ADAMS BILL. 

“T cannot refrain from referring here 
to a proposed Congressional enactment 
I find printed in full in the report of 
the Anthracite Strike Commission, to- 
gether with a hearty indorsement of 
the measure by that commission. This 
bill was framed by Charles Francis 
Adams of Massachusetts. It is known 
as an investigation and publicity bill. 
and in brief gives the President of the 
United States the power to appoint a 
commission vested with authority to 
compel an employer to bring into court 
all his books and papers whenever his 
men inaugurate a strike that can be 
construed as interfering with inter- 
state commerce. The commission, after 
duly investigating the cause of the 
strike and the employer's business, 
shall make a report along with recom- 
mendations. 

“I will say that, in my judgment, a 


more atrocious piece of legislation has 


not been suggested for some time. The 
bill ostensibly asserts the superior sov- 
ereignty of the government over the 
sovereignty claimed by organized la- 
bor, but by implication it recognizes 
thee right of the unions to shut down 
factories and to deny to men their 
natural right to work. It goes further. 
It provides a means whereby the gov- 
ernment can supplement the efforts of 
the unions. The unions say that they 
possess the wisdom to fix the rate of 
wages off-hand; but the bill says in ef- 
fect that this is not scientific,-that it 
should be first ascertained whether the 
proposed wages would bankrupt the 
employer. Now would you like, gentle- 
men, to have a governmental inquisi- 
tion into your business affairs? 

»The logical results of such legisla- 
tion would certainly be the multiplica- 
tion of the demands of organized la- 
bor, and it would be but the precursor 
of compulsory arbitration. As an en- 
tering wedge for socialism the public- 
ity bill of Mr. Adams would serve very 
well, and when we consider the influ- 
ences apparently back of the measure 
it gives special force to the assertion 
that a strong organization of the em- 
ployers of the country is the only sal- 
vation for industry. 

EXAMPLE TO SHUN. 

“T with to cite Australia as an ex- 
ample of what it means for a country 
to embark upon social experiments de- 
signed to evade natural law and de- 
stroy individual rights for the sup- 
posed benefit of all. Compulsory arbi- 
tration, eight-hour bills, old-age pen- 
sions, land tax, governmental owner- 
ship of railroads, etc., what a repertoire 
we find there of millennium makers! 

“One ought to expect that all the ills 
of social existence would de almost 
eradicated there, and that prosperity. 
plenty and happiness would point a 
moral to the rest of the world. But in- 
stead the land is full of controversial 
strife and public works’ to keep the 
unemployed busy. 
country with many of its resources 
undeveloped and although prosperity 
in recent years has been world-wide, 
yet in these colonies it appears that it 
is only by the free expenditure of bor- 
rowed money that a semblance of good 
times is maintained. New Zealand, for 
example, with a white population of

“Take the experience gained in Aus- 
tralia in the matter of ownership of 
railroads. For some years there has 
been a regular deficit, that of the last 
year being about $13,000,000, and it was 
recently decided to make a 
of 4 per cent. in the wages of all men 
receiving over $600. The men thereupon 

ined the labor unions and at noon on 

ay 8 last every employé of the gov- 
ernment roads left his post. Parlia- 
ment was immediately called together 
and a bill was promptly presented 
which provided that every railway em- 
ployé who refused to perform his du- 
tles or engaged in a strike should be 
liable te a fine of $500 or a — Im- 
prisonment and become ineligible to 
further employment by the govern- 
ment, also forfeiting all his right to 
retired pay and pension. Violence, boy- 
cotting and intimidation in regard to 
anyone seeking employment with the 
government were made felonies, and 


reduction 


the right to solicit.or contribute strike 
funds was interdicted. Before it could 


be carried to a second reading this re- 
markably drastic measure had the de- 
sired effect, for within forty-eight 
hours after it was printed the strike 
collapsed. Talking about the oppression 
of the individual employer, it could not 
be a circumstance to that of the gov- 
ernment as an employer. When all 
men work for the State the State will 


be forced to the most despotic meas- 
ures to keep them working. 
COMPULSORY ARBITRATION, 

“The socialistic experiments in Aus- 
tralia would furnish a very fruitful 
topic, but I cannot do more than touch 
upon them. |] desire, however, to say 
something in regard to the conciliation 
and arbitration law of New Zealand. 
as being of more direct interest to the 
employers of this country. This law 
was intended to settle industrial dis- 
putes, but instead it has become the 
means of fixing wages and general con- 
ditions of labor in nearly all the indus. 
tries of the colony. The testimony of 
reliable men is ample showing that the 
act has been used by the ons as an 
instrument to manufacture disputes, 
and that far from promoting harmony, 
it has intensified discord, arraying the 
employers and employés into hostile 
camps and making the relationship be- 
tween them unsympathetic and me- 
chanical. 

“The evidence in regard to this New 
Zealand act also goes to show that it 
is detrimental to the colony industri- 
ally. Such legitimate prosperity as the 
colony enjoys is the result of the ex- 
portation of agricultural commodities, 
the production of which is not affected 
by labor legislation. On the other 


‘hand, the importation of boots, shoes, 


agricultural implements and other 
manufactured articles that could be 
made there as well as anywhere else 
has increased by leaps and bounds. 
The law has increased the expenses of 
business without increasing the volume 
or profit and it has discouraged the in- 
vestment of capital in industries. 
DANGEROUS NOSTRUMS. 

“Do you gentlemen want any New 
Zealand nostrums experimented with 
in this country? I do not imagine that 
you do, and yet this country is being 
asked today by many influential men 
to adopt conciliation and arbitration uf 
a more or less compulsory character. 
Eight-hour and anti-injunction bills 
can only be defeated with great effort, 
and you find instances of men running 
for high office on platforms calling for 
the public ownership of coal mines and 
railroads. The whole public mind ap- 
pears to be tinctured with the idea 
that some artificial plan of regulation 
can be devised that could manage this 
universe better than is now done by 
natural forces. 

“To seek to nullify natural law must 
bring its inevitable penalties. This 
country duri the last year, for exe 
ample, has suffered millions on account 
of strikes. Do the working people im- 
agine that they can escape their share 
of these losses? They certainly cannot, 
for inasmuch as there has been less 
produced in the aggregate than there 
should have been, the share of produc- 
tion falling to them will be less than 
it would have been had there been no 
strikes. Let us for a typical example 
take the miners’ strike. The shortage 
occasioned by it in the normal supply 
of fuel was 25,000,000 tons of har 
coal, worth $5 a ton or about $125,000,000, 
So far as the people of this country 
are concerned, the result was the same 
as though this amount of fuel repre- 
senting about one-half the annual an- 
thracite output had been mined, and 
then dumped into the sea. The true 
estimate of the loss caused by this 
strike is therefore in the neighborhood 
of $125,000,.000. Now, mark you, who 
paid this loss? The people did. and the 

ublic includes the thousands of ®ork- 
ng men as well as thore who own stock 
in corporations. The fuel bills of the 
householder were about doubled all 
over the country. And this tribute was 
forced from them in order that an 
army of foreigners might extort a wage 
above the economic level, for we have 
the word of the strike commission it- 
self that miners’ wages compared fav-. 
orably to those paid in other indus- 
tries. The public was also treated with 
the spectacle of a great body of men 
defying the power of the government 
and 2 a reign of terror in 
which organized murder played no lit- 


tle part. 
ORGANIZED MURDER. 
The leaders of organized labor 


proudly claim that there were but eight 
murders committed in the anthracite 
district on account of Mitchell's strike, 
oniy four of which the leaders say can 
ustly be laid at thé door of organized 
abor—only four. Thus, the claim is 
made that organized labor does not 
sympathize with crime and violence. 
But 1 would like to ask these deluded 
men if any one of these murders have 
been avenged by the law? Has organ- 
ized labor at any time in its history 
ever hunted down a murderer or other 
criminal who has operated under the 
cloak of trades-unionism? The records 
fail to show a single case where law- 
breakers have ever been brought to 
account by organized labor. n the 
other hand, the whole world knows 
that murder and violence is secretiy 
connived at by organized labor whea 
the crimes are committed in the name 
of sacred trades-unionism. 

“Look at the case of Agitator Parks 
of New York City. This man has been 
indicted and thrown into prison for 
bribe-taking and extortion. but organ- 
ized labor triumphantly reélects him te 
office. Trades-unionism i« the only 
recognized organization in the world 
that — BA prefers to be led by 
criminals and social outcasts. No won- 
der that the public stomach is rebelling 
against the tyranny of 
which openly prefer to be governed by 
blackmallers, thieves and grafters. 

“What I have stated in regard to the 
anthracite strike is true in a general 
way about most strikes. They are all 
violent attempts to override natural 
law, and the only thing they succeed 
in accomplishing is to dislocate indus- 
try, reduce production and lower the 
general rate of real wages, = which I 
mean wages measured by their pur- 
chasing power. They are marked by 
outrages on rsonal Hberty, by mur- 
derous assaults, by defiance of organ- 
ized authority, by blackmail, by dis- 
plays of the basest passions of men. 
They are based on the false idea that 
the way to get wealth is to grab it and 
to extort it by force; whereas, wealth 
is to be produced only by labor, and 
the amount going to each man must be 
based upon his usefulness to the world, 
or, in other words, upon merit, and not 
upon his prowess as a physical bully. 
The whole philosophy of strikes is 
radically wrong, ethically, morally and 
socially. | 

“Compromises with labor leaders 
must be resisted to the last, and if 
possible this country must be p 


ignis fatuus leading to destruction. 
Publicity and investigation bills, arbi- 
tration measures, eight-ho bills and 
all other acts which contain the same 
principle of interference wii personal 
and property rights must alike be 
strenuously opposed, and the only ade- 
quate means of doing so in my mind is 
that to be found in a widespread and 
thorough organization of the employ- 
ing interests.”

FOR VETERANS.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] If the active spirits of the 
Grand Army of the Republic have their 
way, a service pension bill will be 
enacted at the coming session of Con- 
gress which will increase the annuai 
pension appropriations by a sum vari- 
ously estimated at between $10,000,000 
and $60,000,000. The proposition is to 
pay to every survivor of the Civil War 
on the Union side who served for ninety 
days or more and who was honorably 
discharged 4 monthly pension of $12, 
and to pay a similar pension to the 
widow of every soldier who served 
ninety days and who was honorably 
disc It is argued that this is a 
measure of simple justice; that it 
places the veterans of the Civil War 
on the same footing as the veterans of 
the Mexican War and the War of 1812. 

By the act of January 29, 1887, sur- 
vivors of the War with Mexico who 
served sixty days, or who were actu- 
ally engaged in battle and were honor- 
were granted a 
monthly pension of $8, with a similar 
pension to the widows. By the act of 
February 14, 1871, a pension of $8 a 
month was granted to the survivors of 
the War of 1812 under similar condi- 
tions. It is argued by those who are 
agitating for the passage of the new 
law that, with the additional require- 
ment for service and with the increasea 
cost of living, the proposed pension of 
$12 is no more than the pension of $8 
was sixteen years ago. It is declared 
to be fitting that a service pension 
should be granted to the survivors of 
the Civil War thirty-nine years after 
the close of the war, just as a service 
pension to Mexican veterans was 
granted thirty-nine years after the 
close of the Mexican War. 

At the coming Grand Army 


encamp- 
ment, a great effort will de made to” 


secure the indorsement of the Grand 
Army to this scheme, and if the effort 
succeeds the Grand Army leaders will 
Strain every energy to put the din 
through Congress this winter, trusting 
to the exigencies of an approaching 
Presidential election to stifle opposi- 
tion, Whether the effort succeeds or 
not this winter, it is sure to be re- 
newed, and the agitation will continue 
with the possible result that the treas- 
ury will be obliged to pay annually to 
the veterans of the war a sum reach- 
ing far into the millions, the full 
amount of which not even those who 
have devoted their lives to the subject 
of pensions can accurately compute. 

Those who are urging the new legis- 
lation say that the additional expend- 
iture for pensions every year on ac- 
count of it will not exceed $12,000,000, 
and that it may not be more than 810. 
000,000. Just how they figure it out they 
do not explain, but $12,000,000 is the 
highest figure they are willing to allow. 
Moreover, they say that a large sum 
ought to be deducted from this esti- 
mate of expenditure, because the adop- 
tion of the service-pension policy win 
greatly diminish the cost of maintain- 
ing the pension establishment. In the 
past forty years, machinery for the dis- 
tribution of pensions has cost the gov- 
ernment $90,000,000. The cost of operat- 
ing and maintaining the bureau and 
agencies in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1902, outside of the payment of pen- 
sions proper, was $3,590,529. Of this 
amount the sum paid to the examining 
surgeons was about $900,000.

Poppies Two Thousand Years Oid, 


The extraordinary resuscitating 
power of light has received & very cu- 
rious mustration in the silver mines 
at Laurtum.

WORDY WAR OVER DISTILLATE 

AND FUMIGATION. 

Jury, After Being Out All Night in 
Way Case, Reports Inability to Agree 
and it is Discharged—Ruffanism 


LONG -BEACH, July 28.—Relative 
merits of distillate spray and fumiga- 
tion for the destruction of black scale 
and other pests were the subject of a 
hot debate this afternoon at the Sea- 
side Institute for ranchmen and horti- 

It started over a paper read by R. C. 

Allen of Bonita on “Distillate Spray or 
Fumigation.“ The paper treated of the 
two methods of fighting the pests and 
pointed out a good many of both the 
strong points and the weak points of 
each method. Generally the paper fa- 
vored the distillate spray. One of the 
reasons given was the smaller cost of 
that method. 
Warm words followed the reading of 
the paper. Some of the time several 
of those present were all attempting 
to speak at once. C. M. Heintz m- 
jected some remarks to which Mr. Al- 
len took exception and Mr. Allen de- 
clared that Heintz was a paid agent 
of the people furnishing the cyanide 
for fumigation. 

Heintz replied by saying that if Al- 
len would step outside with him he 
would finish the argument, which re- 
mark was understood to mean.a more 
or less polite invitation to physical 
combat. It was not accepted and, 
when another subject had been taken 
up, matters ran quietly again. 

One of the features of the day was 
the lecture by Prof. A. J. McClatchie 
treating of plant ite. Many forms of 
plants,“ he said, “increase or decrease 
the sun's effects on them by their col- 
ors. On plants of blue color the effect 
of the sun's rays is less intense. On 
those of red hues the effect ic in- 
creased. Some plants having colors 
adjust themselves to local conditions. 
Take a cabbage which in a cold e- 
mate will be deeply tinged with red 
and transplant it in a hot climate and 
the color will fade. Certain varieties 
of apples which are generally very red 
will, when grown in certain parts of 
Arizona, where the sun's rays are in- 
tense, be much lighter In color. The 
blue fruits, when grown in those parts 
of Arizona, get bluer.” 

JURY OUT ALL NIGHT. 

Twelve jurors in the case of W. J.
